Who Made Ohio History

To some it may appear that Jon­ 
athan Alder was a trait follower 
rather than a trailblazer, since most 
ot his travels were made as a cai 
(ive. 
Yet from the white viewpoint 
ho also was an explorer. 
Bern in New Jersey, h* was tab ii 
by his family to \ irglnia where he 
and his brother were captured by 
Indians. 
His brother tried to ruu 
and was fatally wounded. Jonathan 
who was a mere boy. accompanied 
his captors to their villages on tho 
Ohio and was kindly treated.

was adopted by an Indian family 
arni became fond of one of his dolli­ 
ed sisters. 
He remitted for 15 years with the 
indians, accompanied them on their 
hunting panics, tishing expeditions 
and war parties but was not com­ 
pelled to fight against hK own race.
